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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



2. Claims 8-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kung 
(US patent #51 82,553). 

3. Regarding claim 8, Kung discloses a radio receiver set (communication receiver), 
comprising: a memory for storing operating instructions that are capable of being 
retrieved, through input selection, in any desired sections, and that are able to be at 
least one of optically displayed and acoustically displayed via an output device (column 
2 lines 19 to 49). 

4. Regarding claim 9, Kung discloses all of the limitations as set forth in claim 8. 
Kung further discloses a portion of the operating instructions are retrievable in response 
to an application of an operating voltage (actuating the "FUNCTION" key) (column 6 
lines 29 to 57). 

5. Regarding claim 1 0, Kung discloses all of the limitations as set forth in claim 8. 
Kung further discloses the memory corresponds to a non-volatile memory (column 2 
lines 19 to 49, column 3 lines 52 to 64). 

6. Regarding claim 1 1 , Kung discloses all of the limitations as set forth in claim 8. 
Kung further discloses a transmission device for receiving one of the operating 



States. 
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instructions and at least sections of the operating instructions from a central device 
(terminal apparatus (20)) (column 7 lines 25 to 49). 

7. Regarding claim 12, Kung discloses all of the limitations as set forth in claim 1 1 . 
Kung further discloses an operational control element for retrieving and outputting one 
of the sections of the operating instructions, the one of the sections of the operating 
instructions being adapted to a specific operating state of the receiver ("HELP" key) 
(Figure 2A, column 5 lines 1 to column 6 line 55). 

8. Regarding claim 13, Kung discloses all of the limitations as set forth in claim 12. 
Kung further discloses the operational control element permits a repeated actuation in 
order to output other sections of the operating instructions (selection of the "HELP" key 
permits the user to view instructions on a number of different receiver functions) (Figure 
2A, column 5 lines 1 to column 6 line 55). 

9. Regarding claim 14, Kung discloses all of the limitations as set forth in claim 13. 
Kung further discloses a further operational control element, wherein: the operational 
control element enable a section of the operation instructions pertaining to the further 
operational control element to be output by actuating the operational control element 
and by actuating the further operational control element in response to actuating the 
"HELP" key, and then the "LOCK" key, information typical of the "LOCK" function is 
displayed) (Figure 2A, column 5 lines 1 to column 6 line 55).
